Comptroller Says Rev- 
enue From Increase 
Will Pave Way for 
Reducing Some Pres- 
ent Rates. 


‘The proposed increase in the 
city earnings tax “would pave 
the way for the Board of Alder- 
men to reduce rates on one or 
more taxes next spring, ‘City 
Comptroller John H. Poelker said 
last night. 

St. Louisans wili vote next 
Tuesday on a charter amend- 
ment to increase the earnings tax 
from the present one-half of one 
per cent to a full one per cent. 
A 60 per cent favorable majority 
is required for approval. 

Addressing the Twenty-Seventh 
Ward Democratic Club at 5305 
Lillian avenue, Poelker said the 
increased earnings tax, combined 
with’ other existing city taxes, 
would produce more revenue 
than needed to operate the city 
during the coming fiscal year. 


“The Board of Aldermen never 
levies more taxes than required 
to balance the budget,” Poelker 
said. ‘‘Next year’s budget will 
not include any new city serv- 
ices or any major expansions of 
present services,

“However,” he added, “it is 
not possible to say at this time 
how much of a surplus there will 
be next year.”’ 

Would Balance Budget. 


The addition of one-half of one 
per cent to the earnings tax rate 
will bring in $4,500,000 by Dec. 
31 and will be enough to balance 
the budget for the current fiscal 
year, he said. 

Collected for a full year, how- 
ever, the extra rate will yield 
about $10,000,000, and. any sur- 
plus will be used to reduce taxes 
during the next fiscal year, he 
added. 

‘Tax reduction could be ap- 
proached in various ways,” he 
said. ‘‘For example, property 
taxes and certain other taxes, 
such as those on gasoline, cig- 
arettes and the like, could be 
reduced. 

“Or, the aldermen could 
change the earnings tax ordi- 
nance to reduce the income 
from that source by, for ex- 
ample, providing exemptions for 
low-income people or by lower- 
ing the flat rate,” he said. 

Refers to Present Taxes. 


Poelker’s reference was to ex- 
isting taxes and not to the tem- 
porary taxes which were enacted 
to go into effect if the earnings 
tax proposal is defeated. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
has pointed out that the four 
additional taxes will not be col- 
lected if the earnings tax boost 
is approved. 

Poelker said the kind and 
amount of tax reduction could 
not be decided until next spring,

HOLLYWOOD, Calif., July 11 
(AP)—Twenty-eight homes were 
destroyed and 15 others damaged 
in a fire that flashed through 
Laurel Canylon north of the 
movie capital yesterday. 

The blaze spread swiftly 
through the trees and parched 
scrub brush that cover the foot- 
hills between Hollywood and the 
San Fernando Valley. 

At least 1000 acres were black- 
ened before firefighters con- 
tained the blaze last night.

Trucks 
which Riss had paid $12,500 
to $13,800 for, it was testified, 
were sold on terms through an 
affiliated company headed by 
Riss for $13,750 each although 
they had been driven four years 
or more.

$1628 each.

STEEL INDUSTRY 
SEES NO HOPE OF 
PACT AVERTING 
STRIKE TUESDAY 


No Recourse but to No- 
tify Firms to Start 
Shutdown, Negotia- 
tor Says as Union Re- 
fuses New Extension. 


NEW YORK, July 11 (AP)— 
The steel industry said today it 
saw no possibility of a contract 
agreement to avert a strike at 
midnight next Tuesday. 

In announcing this, R. Conrad 
Cooper, chief industry negotia- 
tor, said there was no other re- 
course but to notify steel firms 
later today to begin shutting 
down. 

After an hour-long negotiating 
session with the United Steel- 
workers, Cooper said, “I regret 
to announce we see no possibil- 
ity of an agreement.” He said 
another negotiating session was 
scheduled with USW President 
David J. McDonald until Sun- 


day morning. “but the outlook 
for an agreement is not hope- 
ful.”

Cooper said the union refused 
to agree to any further contract 
extension beyond the two-week 
truce expiring at midnight Tues- 
day. 

The two-week postponement 
was granted by the union at 
President Eisenhower’s request 
for more negotiating time. 

McDonald told reporters later 
that “the industry heas again 
made it clear that for its own 
purposes it is determined to 
force a_ steel strike on the 
American people.”’ 

Cooper broke off the practice 
of joint industry-union announce- 
ments to meet the reporters this 
morning in announcing the in- 
dustry’s view that no strike-free 
solution appeared possible. 

So far, it was reliably re- 
ported from both industry and 
union sources, the top 12 steel 
firms have stood firm on their 
refusal to increase wages or 
benefits. Instead, the industry 
bargaining team has been insist- 
ing on contract changes that 
would give steel firms more lee- 
way in making work assignments 
and otherwise slashing operating 
costs.

McDonald has pledged “no 
backward step” from present 
contract terms. 


Many steel firm were planning 
to start Sunday on the job of 
cooling open hearths and blast 
furnaces to get ready for a Tues- 
day night walkout. This is a 
costly operation that the indus- 
try would like to avoid if it sees 
any chance of a peaceful settle- 
ment. 


McDonald has called his 
union’s executive board and 171- 
man wage-policy committee to 
meetings here Monday to con- 
sider any settlement plan or 
strike preparations. 

A walkout .of 500,000 steel 
unionists would close down about 
90 per cent of the nation’s steel- 
making facilities.

ST. PAUL, Minn., July ll 
(AP) — A telescopic camera — 
borne aloft by a large plastic 
balloon—soared some 15 miles 
above the earth today transmit- 
ting televised pictures of the sun. 

The unmanned balloon was re- 
leased from Loke Elmo airport 
just east of here early this morn- 
ing. 

A crew of scientists. headed by 
Dr. Martin Schwarzschild, a 
Princeton University astrono- 
mer, tracked the flight from a 
van. 


Designed to televise and photo- 
graph the sun from above pos- 
sible distortion by the earth’s 
atmosphere, the 12-inch tele- 
scope was controlled by the 
ground crew. 


The 202-feet-long balloon 
reached an altitude of 81,250 
feet in an hour and a half, The 
ground crew reported equipment 
functioning successfully.

RUSSIANS WON’T

WASHINGTON, July 11—The 
Soviet Government has refused 
Vice President Nixon permis- 
sion to fly across Siberia in his 
American plane to re-enter the 
United States via Alaska, it was 
learned last night. 


The word was relayed by the 
United States Embassy in Mos- 
cow from the Kremlin to the 
State Department. The Kremlin 
will “permit” the Vice Presi- 
dent to visit some Siberian cities 
which it selects. 


Whether Nixon will travel to 
the Kremlin-selected Russian 
cities in Siberia and elsewhere 
in his plane, or whether the So- 
viet Union will insist that he 
make such a journey in a Rus- 
sian aircraft, still is open to 
question. 

The Kremlin has guarded its 
Siberian Pacific coastline and

It appears to spell more trou- 
ble for the Government, farmers 
and taxpayers already groaning 
under the surplus farm produc- 
tion which many believe threat- 
ens the collapse of farm price 
support programs. 

An indicated production of 4,- 
200,000,000 bushels of the key 
feed grain was reported by the 
Department of Agriculture yes- 
terday. This compares with the 
peak 3,800,000,000 bushels of last 
year. It is far above the 3,300,- 
000,000 bushels average of the 
10-year period, 1948-57. 


On hand in federal storage 
and on farms are more than 
1,500,000,000 bushels valued at 
$2,475,000,000. These stocks in- 
clude production from 1955, ’56 
and ’57 crops in addition to the | 
record 1958 production. 


This is the first year corn 
has been free of all acreage 
controls under a new program 
that permits corn farmers to 
produce as much as they wish 
but with a lowered federal price 
guarantee. 


$1.12 Guarantee. 


The Administration-supported 
program guarantees farmers a 
price support for this year of 
$1.12 a bushel. This price is 
derived from the average of 
corn prices for the last three 
years. The price support last 
year was about $1.18 a bushel 
under the old parity system, 
which still applies to some crops 
and which Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson has urged 
Congress to abandon.

Harriman Favors Summit Parley 
In U.S.; Gives Idea to Senators 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) 
—W. Averell Harriman, former 
governor of New York, advo- 
cates a summit meeting in the

the Soviet Union, advanced his 
proposal to invite Nikita Khrush- 
chev to the United States, when 
he appeared yesterday before 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee.

Harriman talked with the 
Foreign Relations Committee 
after a conference with Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon in 
his office just off the Senate 
ren The. meeting was Nixon’s 
idea. 


Considerable Support. 
Harriman’s views on easing 
United States-Russian tension 
got considerable support from 
committee members. 
Chairman J. William Ful-| 
bright (Dem.), Arkansas, said 
he felt very strongly there 
should be a summit conference, 
or even a series of them, in a 
patient effort to solve these 
problems. 

He indorsed the idea that 
Khrushchev should be invited to | 
visit the United States, either for 
a summit talk or just to learn 
more about the country. 

President Eisenhower, 


showing no great enthusiasm for | 
a Khrushchev visit, has not ruled | 
it out. He has said it would be 
strictly ceremonial and personal, 
not for any negotiations be- 
tween the United States and) 
Russia.

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)

X-RAY EXPERT TO UNDERGO 
92ND OPERATION FOR BURNS 
CHICAGO, July 11 (AP)—Dr. 


Emil Grubbe, 83 years old, who 
is generally credited by medical 


science as the father of X-ray 
treatments for cancer, entered 
a hospital today for his ninety- 
second operation on burns suf- 
fered in his research. 

Dr. Grubbe already has lost 
his left hand and parts of his 
nose, lip, jaw and cheek. In 
the operation next week the little 
and index fingers of his right 
hand will be amputated. 

As a 20-year-old physicist, Dr. 
Grubbe used a beam of X-rays 
to treat a woman cancer patient 
in Chicago in January 1896. 

In the same year Dr; Grubbe 
became the world’s first profes- 
sor of roentgenology, teaching at 
the General Medical College, 
Chicago. He has written more 
than 100 books about X-rays.

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LACLEDE CLAIMS 
MISSISSIPPI FUEL 
PENALTY CHARGE 
LIMITS GAS HERE 


Asserts Added Cost for 
Increased Use Pre- 
vents Company From 
Buying Additional 
Natural Gas.

WASHINGTON, July 11—High 
penalty charges levied against 
Laclede Gas Co. have prevented 
the firm from purchasing addi- 
tional natural gas needed to heat 
homes in the St. Louis area ‘‘ex- 
cept in catastrophic circum- 
stances,”’ a Federal Power Com- 
mission hearing was told yester- 
day. 

As a result, gas needed by La- 
clede is purchased by large in- 
dustrial concerns, J. David Mann 
Jr., an attorney for the utility 
firm, told the hearing. Unlike 
Laclede, industrial users pay no 
penalty for excessive use of gas, 
he said. 

Laclede has applied to the 
FPC for an increase in the 
amount of gas it obtains from 
Mississippi River Fuel Corp. and 
for revision of the penalty 
charges it must pay for exces- 
sive use of gas. Mississippi op- 
erates two natural gas pipelines 
serving the St. Louis area. 

The Laclede application is be- 
ing opposed by Mississippi and 
a number of industrial concerns 
which purchase gas directly 
from the pipeline firm. The hear- 
ing, which began June 30, will 
be resumed Monday. 

Examiner’s Question. 

Mann’s remarks concerning the 
penalty charges levied against 
Laclede led to a question by 
Francis J. Hall, FPC examiner 
conducting the hearing. Turning 
to Harold O. Ziebold, general su- 
perintendent for Mississippi, Hall 
remarked: 

“The higher these penalty 
charges are, the less likely dis- 
tributing firms like Laclede are 
to take excessive amounts of 
gas. As a result, does this mean 
greater assurance that gas will 
be available to industrial cus- 
tomers?” 

“I suppose so,”’ Ziebold re- 
plied. ‘‘Some utilities don’t want 
to pay penalty charges. Others 
don’t seem abashed about taking 
extra gas and paying for it.” 

Under tariff. provisions ap- 
proved by the FPC, Laclede must 
pay penalty charges for all daily 
gas deliveries from Mississippi 
in excess of 330,000,000 cubic feet. 

The penalty charges range 
from $2 to $10 for each 1000 cubic 
feet, depending on the amount 
of excess gas used. The non-pen- 
alty rate paid by Laclede aver- 
ages only about 34 cents for each 
1000 cubic feet. 

Revision Urged. 

Representatives of Laclede 
have suggested that the penalty 
be revised so that in the sum- 
mer, when the demand for gas 
is low, they could take increased 
quantities without penalty pay- 
ment. 

If this were done, they said, 
additional gas could be stored 
in their underground reservoir 
in northern St. Louis county for 
use the following winter. 

During extensive cross- exami- 
nation of Ziebold, Mann sought 
to show that the capacity of the 
Mississippi system is_ greater 
than has been represented by of- 
ficials of the pipeline firm. 

He also endeavored to show 
that the amount of gas available 
for residential customers in the 
St. Louis area could be increased 
by changes in operating proce- 
dure and in the method of distri- 
buting gas among Mississippi’s 
customers. 

Mann presented figures in- 
tended to show that the actual 
amount of gas delivered by Mis- 
sissippi on peak winter days has 
regularly exceeded the capacity 
for which Mississippi representa- 
tives have said the pipeline is 
designed. 

Average Peak Day. 

The figures showed that on 
the average peak day last winter 
the pipeline system delivered 
551,000,000 cubic feet of gas, 
compared with a design capacity 
of 517,000,000. 

William A. Dougherty, attor- 
ney for Mississippi, obtained 
from Ziebold the explanation 
that deliveries beyond the sys- 
tem’s design capacity were made 
possible by temporary measures 
intended to meet peak demands. 

Mann’s questioning of Ziebold 
brought out that last winter Mis- 
sissippi delivered gas to so-

TUCKER WILL ACT 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
said yesterday he planned to 
“define in my own mind” who 
has responsibility for supervision 
of vending machines in city 
buildings and then act to obtain 
adequate supervision.

Tucker questioned Bennett 
about whether the Mayor’s order 
directing that future placing of 
machines be on a competitive 
bid basis had been carried out. 
Tucker issued the order in Feb- 


ruary, 1958. 

Bennett reported that he had 
found it impractical to draft 
specifications because of the 
“ramifications involved.” He 
said also that to the best of his 
knowledge no new machines had 
been installed since the Mayor’s 
order. 

A survey in 1958 showed there 
were 129 machines of at least 
nine types in the city’s hospitals. 

Twenty-three of these were 
cigarette machines, of which 17 
were owned by the W-R Ciga- 
rette Co., Bennett said. This 
firm reportedly was purchased 
by the Wortman interests from 
Alderman A. Barney Mueller 
(Dem.) Twenty-first Ward. 

In addition, the survey showed 
a total of 30 cigarette vending 
machines in fire engine houses. 
None of these machines was 
owned by the W-R firm, Bennett 
said, 

There are two W-R machines 
in City Hall. One of them in the 
basement lunchroom operated by 
a concessionnaire and the other 
in Collector.Del L. Bannister’s 
office. 

Another W-R machine is in the 
Municipal Garage, which is un- 
der the jurisdiction of Comp- 
troller John H. Poelker. The 
machines have been there since 
before control reportedly was ac- 
quired by the Wortman interests.

George Stoffey was 
guilty of evading federal gam- 
bling taxes and making false 
statements to Internal Revenue 
agents by a jury in United States 
District Court in East St. Louis 
yesterday.

The chief witness against 
Stoffey was Glennon Johnson, a 
Treasury undercover agent, who 
testified that he saw Stoffey 
take bets on the telephone at 
England’s Tavern, 807 Exchange 
avenue, East St. Louis. Johnson 
posed as an Air Force sergeant 
to obtain evidence against sev- 
eral East Side bookies. 


Stoffey refused to accept bets 
from Johnson, the agent testi- 
fied, explaining that he had to 
be careful. 


Stoffey denied that he was a 
handbook operator. He said bet- 
ting tabs and a notebook con- 
taining details of betting oper- 
ations, which were seized in the 
raid, reflected bets accepted by 
a St. Louis gambler. Stoffey said 
he acted only as the bookmaker’s 
bookkeeper. The records were 
in Stoffey’s hand writing. 


$37,196 in Wagers. 


Agents seized betting slips 
which allegedly represented $37,- 
196 in wagers, mostly on base- 
ball games. 


Stoffey, 46 years old, was the 
seventh East St. Louis book- 
maker arrested in the May, 
1957, raids to be convicted of 
evading betting taxes.

The 
reason for this is to be found not merely in 
German and Japanese exports, but even more 
in a world-wide decline and in a reduction of 
American exports of military materiel, oil, 
wheat, cotton°and metals, The Common Mar- 
ket hardly is to blame. 

Yet it could hurt exporters if the United 
States does not match benefits which Euro- 
mart increasingly will afford its members, In 
the event of a serious economic slowdown 
abroad, Euromart might even export its un- 
employment by curtailing purchases from the 
United States. No immutable law guarantees 
us a favorable balance of trade. New life 
should be put into the reciprocal trade pol- 
icy to make attractive concessions possible. 
Even so, Euromart may mean painful adjust- 
ments for some American industries just as 
it is bound to mean painful adjustments for 
some European industries. But it will be best 
for all if this price is paid for the realization 
of the “sweet dream.” 


A Slice of Kangaroo? 

‘ The kangaroo is to Australia what the 
eagle is to the United States, the national 
symbol which appears on the commonwealth’s 
coat of arms and on its coins. Australia al- 
most renewed the war against Japan when 
Tokyo proposed to add a kangaroo to its zoo. 
There would be nothing Australian behind 
bars in Japan! 

Alas, nothing is really sacred when a dol- 
lar or a pound sterling is involved. So the 
Australian Commonwealth Science and Indus- 
trial Research Organization now is under 
pressure to send the kangaroo the way of the 
American bison, or preferably the dodo. This 
is the agency which introduced myxomatosis 
to rid the country of its plague of rabbits. 
Especially the ranchers of New South Wales 
are complaining that kangaroos are eating the 
grass they want for their sheep. The ranch- 
ers claim that there are 10 kangaroos for 
every sheep, and that a kangaroo eats seven 
times as much grass as a sheep. Further- 
more, the animal has no respect for even an 
electrified fence. Just hops over it! 

A six-year open. season on kangaroos ap- 
parently has not reduced their numbers at 
all. Anyway, the ranchers would like the re- 
searchers to come up with a method of ex- 
termination which also would be profitable. 
They are touting the toughness and strength 
of kangaroo hides to luggage manufacturers. 
And couldn’t the government people persuade 
Americans that kangaroo meat is a delicacy? 
Incidentally, almost every rancher keeps a 
kangaroo around the place as a pet for the 
children. But lambs, too, are pets, and that 
does not keep the rancher from serving lamb 
chops. And anybody can plainly see that a 
slice of kangaroo on an American table is not 
at all like a live kangaroo in a Japanese zoo. 


Plane Radar and Deadly Storm 


The safety officials of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board have on their hands what is said to be 
one of the most unusual crashes in commer- 
cial aviation history. Since May 12 they 
have been checking at the scene and studying 
the wreckage of a Capital Airlines prop jet 
Viscount which disintegrated over Chase, Md., 
during a thunderstorm, killing all 31 persons 
aboard. 

They now have begun questioning 50 wit- 
nesses. Previously they had determined that 
the British-built craft, which has had one of 
aviation’s finest safety records during 11 
years of flying all over the world, was not 
the victim of lightning, fire, explosion or sabo- 
tage. All physical evidence pointed to atmos- 
pheric turbulence as the cause. 

Turbulence, which in the last several years 
has caused: fiye fatal: airliner crashes, is a 
wéll-kniown. fector im aerial catastrophes. But 
in this. case .its violence apparently was phe- 
nomenal. .The.investigators say that the in- 
flight. disintegration of the sturdy plane was 
so swift, violent and total that the turbulence 
was of a form “we didn’t know existed.” Yet 
another airliner was flying only 2000 feet 
higher and just three miles behind the, ill- 
fated craft. Senator Mike Monroney, who 
was on it, said; ‘We had airborne radar fune- 
tioning which enabled us to keep out of 
most of the turbulence of the thunderhead, 
but it was very rough.”

This seemed to support pre- 
vious testimony that a downdraft 
dropped the airliner at least 8000 
feet in about two mintes, causing 
it to disintergrate.

PORTLAND, Ore., July 11 
(AP)—Tough Don Jordan of Los 
Angeles defended his _ welter- 
weight championship convincing- 
ly last night, and looked today 
toward middleweight Ray Rob- 
inson for his next bout. 

Jordan, a punishing body 
puncher, rammed solid hooks 
‘into the ribs of 19-year-old 
‘Denny Moyer, and uppercuts to 
the face as he scored a unani- | 
mous 15-round decision over the 
young Portlander in a national- 
ly televised bout. 


There were no knockdowns. 

Several times Moyer appeared 
about to go down, but each time 
called on some hidden resources 
to stay upright. He still was 
was dancing gamely about at 
the end, flicking left jabs at 
Jordan. 

The jab was his main weapon 
against the aggressive Jordan. 
It became apparent early that 


his right caused Jordan no fear. 
It was like a destroyer against 
a cruiser. Moyer was willing, 
but lacked the guns. 

For Jordan it was his eleventh 
straight victory, his third since 
winning the title. It makes his 
record now 46-11. 


Moyer, who had hoped to be- 
come the youngest champion on 
record in the welterweight di- 
vision, suffered his first loss in 
21 bouts. 

Of the possible fight with Rob- 
inson, Jordan’s co-manager, Don 
Nesseth, said, ‘We have been 
offered a lot of money to fight 
Robinson.” 

He said the offer came from 
an Eastern promoter, but dis- 
closed no other details, Robin- 
son recently was stripped of his 
middleweight title. by the Na- 
tional Boxing Association, but 
is recognized as champion in 
New York,

held in 84-degree weather in the 
waning hours of daylight at the 
Portland Meadows race track. 

One was Jordan’s failure to 
make the 147-pound weight at 
his first weigh-in. He was one 
and one-half pounds over the 
limit, and had to sweat it off by 
exercising. Ninety minutes later 
he qualified at an even 147, but 
that was speculation the drying- 
out process might have weak- 
ened him. 

If he was weak, Moyer would 
hate to face him strong.

The new rule, approved last 
winter but set aside for recon- 


sideration at the request of Com-| &; 


missioner Ford Frick, allows 
clubs of one league to trade 
with clubs of another league 
from Nov..21 to Dec. 15 without 
needing waivers on the players 
involved. 


For example, the New York te 


Yankees could trade Mickey 
Mantle to San Francisco for 
Willie Mays without getting waiv- 
ers on Mantle from the seven 
other clubs in the league. . 
But trading a Mantel or Mays 
ut of the league at any other 
ime would be virtually impos- 
sible since the member teams 
i e league naturally would 
such players. 

The rule first was passed last 
December but Frick, opposed to 
the measure, asked the leagues 
to reconsider. The vote yesterday 
was the same as it was last win-

Hoffa Called. 
By the Associated Press. 

Hoffa is to appear before the 
senate committee Monday to 
answer charges that his union 
cheated its members -and took 
part in a secret strike-breaking 
mission. 

The strike-breaking charge 
was made yesterday by Wally 
Butler, president of a Depart- 
ment Store Workers Union local 
in Detroit, Hoffa’s home city. 

Butler testified that Hoffa’s 
Teamsters have been used on at 
least one secret strike-breaking 
mission in Detroit to defeat a 
walkout by employes ofa bot- 
tling plant. 

He said Hoffa’s union was 
“holding the rest of labor back” 
by negotiating substandard wage 
contracts. Employers often cite 
these contracts, he said, in re- 
sisting efforts by Butler’s union 
to negotiate pay increases. 

Butler said he had been of- 
fered pay-offs—one a $150,000 
offer—to merge his union with 
the Teamsters, but had rejected 
them. 

The committee also inquired 
into Hoffa’s efforts to work out 
an alliance with Harry Bridges’ 
west coast Longshoremen’s 
Union. 

Harry Goldblatt, secretary- 
treasurer of the west coast 
longshoremen, invoked the Fifth 
Amendment on questions about 
Communism, but he testified the 
Teamsters and the Longshore- 
men had reached “understand:

STORMS, FLOODS 
IN ENGLAND; SHIPS

LONDON, July 11 (AP) — 
Storms lashed southern England 
today, causing fires and floods. 
Windsor Castle was plunged into 
darkness when lightning hit a 
power line. 

Dense fog blanketed British 
coastal waters and there were 
two collisions involving four 
ships. The 680-ton British coast- 
al vessel St. Ronan sank in one 
of the collisions. Three crew- 
men were missing.

Floods spread over 
two electrified rail lines leading 
into the capital and stopped 
trains. 

Lightning set an airliner afire 
at London Airport. There were 
no passengers aboard. 

On the mainland of Europe the 
heat wave continued. Parisians 
jammed railroad stations to 
leave the steaming capital. Tem- 
peratures in the high 90s were 
recorded in many places. In 
Poland, Katowice reported 122 
degrees and Szezecin 118.

LONDON, July 11 (AP)—Irish 
playwright Brendan Behan was 
fined 5 shillings (70 cents) in 
Bow Street Court today for be- 
ing drunk in public. He pleaded 
guilty. 

Since his arrival here three 
days ago after treatment in a 
Dublin hospital, he has been 
hitting the bottle and the head- 
lines day and night. 
: The author of ‘‘The Hostage,” 
now playing at a London thea- 


ter, turned up in court in an un- 
pressed gray suit. His coat 
sagged limply open. His white 
shirt was bunched up. He never 
wears a necktie. On his chin 
was a three-day growth of 
stubble. 

Police Constable John Dicks 
testified he picked up Behan in 
swanky Mayfair yesterday aft- 
ernoon under the influence of 
alcohol. 

“He gave no trouble,” 
the policeman.
